NEw YORK, January 29.—A little man with 
head bowed nearly to his breast walked quietly 
down Wall street yesterday afternoon and en- 
tered the office of Drexel, Morgan & Co. As he 
passed into the building the men stopped and 
gazed intently after him, and before five minutes 
had elapsed nearly every one on Wall and Broad 
streets who have a dollar’s interest in the steck 
market had learned that Gould was holding a 
conference with Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
and there were notafew but who would have 
been willing to have paid thousands of dollars to 
have learned what was saidin that conference. 
The whole temper of the street seemed te have 
changed. Last week operators were whispering 
that Gould was on the verge of bankruptcy, and 


that at least his purchasing power was exhausted, 
and ihat as a manipulator be was no longer to be 
feared. Yesterday, with a singie stroke, Gould 
gave a terrible exhibition of his power, and those

“Farming” Fees. 
By Telegraph to the Post-vVispatch. 

LANCASTER, PA., January 28.—The County 
Commissioners to-day brought suit against Squire 
Jobu P. Frank and Constabie Frederick Struck 
of Columbia, before Alderman Fordney of this 
city, charging them with conspiracy to defraud 
the county of money. During the month of De- 
cember, it is alleged, these men at different times 
drew money thai they were not entitled to, but 
they are said to have been especially crooked in 
the case of 3 men who Were sent to jail,where they 
were afterward robbed, The prisoners were Carl 
Peterson, Joseph Hauck aud Geo. Fisher, ail for- 
eigners unabie to speak Euglish. They were well 
provided with money and on their way to the 


West stoppedin Columbia. Meeting Constable 
Struck onthe street they asked him to direct 
them toa cheap lodging-house. He told them 
that he could take them to a. piace 
where they would be lodged for nothing, and he 
conducted them to Frank’s office. That worthy 
macisirate committed them to the county prison 
for five days as vagrants, aud they were brought 
to Lancaster and locked up.

 “ERIEND FAIRBANKS.” 


The Woman on Whom Hiram H., 
Post Squandered His Money, 


Startling Revelations as to the Embez- 
zler’s Private Character—His Immor- 
ality-A Frequenter of Disreputable 
Resorts—The Man Exposed in all His 
Iniquity. 


Mr. D. W. Pratt, in an interview with a re- 
porter, said that Hiram H. Post when he was first 
accused of being short in his accounts, had spoken 
of a friend of hisnamed “Fairbanks,” who want 
ed $300 to make a purchase of prepertyin Can- 
ada,which, he claimed,he could get ata great bar- 
gain; that he stole that amount for 
his friend. andthat afterhis friend Fairbanks 
had got that hold on him he extortea a further 
sum of $1,200, which he was co mpellea to steal. 
This o¢curred last July ,’’ said Mr. Pratt, Who 
the friend, ‘‘Fairbanks,”’ could be who had snch a 

claim on Post’s friendship as to ineuce him to 
steal the first $300 and then would use that 
hold to force nim deeper into crime and compel 
him to steal $1,200 more is a puzzling question. 
T he statement on the face of it did not look reas- 
onable, but the solution of it was involved in 
& mystery which apparently only the lips of 
the would-be suicide could clear up. The 


principle of the French detective, which is ex- 
pressed in the phrase “churchez la femme,” is 
generally found to work admirably, and acting 
on this theory a Post-DISPATCH reporter was 
enabled to find a clew which explained the dis- 
appearance of the large sum of money 
which tue former Sunday-school teacher em- 
bezzied. He stated that $1.500 had gone to “Fair- 
banks.” Who was Fairbanks and where did the 
remaining $5,000 or $6,000 go? The development 
of the story as learned by the reporter reveals a 
Career of sensuality, crime and even 
bestiality that apuears beyond belief, 
especially when it concerns a2 man who heilda 
high position in religious circles and was believed 
by his intimate associates to be the soul of pur- 
ity and honor. The term friend, when applied to 
“Fairbanks,’’ does not indicate sufficiently the 
character of the frien !, and is not distinctive as 
to sex, and as the plot developes the term could 
scarcely be applied to thejperson, ‘“*Fairbank’s”’ 
given name is Edna and that would indicate she 
isawoman. Her laiest achievement with re- 
spect to Post is only an tucident Im g@ Career 
Which is full of stirring events. She 
caine to St. Louis about a year ago from Ann 
Arbo:, Mich., where she had just figured in the 
Fairbanks tragedy, ber busband, Fairbanks, 
having married her, according to the best of au- 
thorites, out of a house of u!-fame, and then after 
a short but terribie experience with her 
shot bimselfin her presence. When she came 
to St. Louis she went back to her ufe of shame, 
living ai various times with several of the well- 
Known keepers of disreputable houses, To up- 
derstand . 
HER CONNECTION WITH FOST 
and the part she piayed in his embezzlement, 
it iS necessary to have some light thrown 
on his character. Sofar from having the pure, 
upright and good character that he was thought 
ww hive, and which recommended him as a suita- 
bie man forthe superintendency of a Sunday- 
school, he lived two lives as far removed in 
kind from each other as hell from 
heaven, his private character being 
s0 black, that Mephistopheles appears as an 
angelot light in comparison. An investigation 
of bis private life shows tuat he wis the habitual 
frequeuter of houses of bad repute for the worst 
purposes.

Ste apparentiy 
agreed tohis proposition and deceived him into 
the belief that she was complying with her prom- 
ise.

PHOTOGRAPHS AND TARGET SHOOTING. 

In an interyiew with che reporter of a morning 
paper Mr. Post states that he began to abstract 
funds five years ago at Belleville, whieh statement 
is at striking variance with that which he made to 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter who saw him in bis 
room the day after he attempted suicide, when he 
said it began last year, and with that made to Mr. 
Pratt when he said it would not have occurred at 
all if he had remained in the Belleviile office. 
He represents that his living expenses reaily 
exceeded his salary, and this, together with his 
eontrivutions to the cause of charity, and his 
chureh aud lodge dues, compelled bim to increase 
his revenue.

place two ordinary Cameron duplex pumps 


he levee at the foot of Chouteau_ avenue. and 
with them would keep the Compton Hull reservoir 
full of water. He wants the authorities to give 
bim a trial.” ” 

“Here,” said Mr. Whitman to the Weare = a 
statement coming from a man who, in the absence 
of the Harbor and Wharf Commissioner, takes z, 
seat in this board, and it is likely to carry 4 gr 
deal of weight. N ow, 1 would like to know what 
Capt. Ford means by this. Leaving aside 
poigt of the location for pumps in the river and 
the consequent quality of the water, the offer 
should be taken by the city, as “any kind of water 
is cheap at the price Capt. Ford savignates, it 
the reservoir can ve kept filled for $5,000, the Wa- 
ter shortage problem is truly solved, If this is 
true. for heaven’s sake let’s adopt the idea; but if 
it is not, I’d like to have Capt. Ford kept quiet, 
as whatever he may say about the matter may be 
taken as coming from this board.”

THEY WANT THE CITY TO REPAIR IT. 

In 1867 Messrs. Ubrigand Winkelmeyer, for 
their breweries constructed a private sewer on 
Tenth street. between Market street and Ciark 
avenue. Last fall the sewer cavedin, and, of 
course, Was rendered useless. As it would costa 
great deal of money to repair it the Winkelmeyer 
and Excelsior Breweries concluded to have tne 
sewer made a public sewer.

Three Views of the Nutt Verdict. 
From the New York World. 

The plea of temporary insanity is only the mx 
chinery by which the result was reached with the 
least inconvenience. It wag necessary becuse, 
in the interest of society, i¢ will not ao to recox- 
nize the right of a man to make himself the aven- 
ger of his wrongs. It would lead to dangerous !!- 
cense, inasmuch as human passions are strong, 
and imagination often prompts a person to Cree 
ate grievances where none exist. 

But there are casegin which killing seems so 
just a retribution that no jury could be induced to 
pronounce it wwurder. There are injuries so deep 
and acts so vile and infamous that to avenge them 
summarily appears to be no more a crime than 
the shooting of a mad dog ora mianight burglar. 

From the Philadelphia Times. 

The simple verdict of not guilty would haye 
commanded at least as much respect without ass 
reason given. Public opinion has acquitied Nu 
of blame, not beeause of any doubt of his mental 
aecountability, but because under the exceptional 
circumstances the homicide was held to be justi- 
fiable. That is the real meaning of his acquittal, 
and it would bave shown really more respect for 
law to say soOfrankly rather than invehta plea 
whieh must be reeognized as nnseund and which, 
under other circumstances, would be condemned 
s an evasion. ° 

The case was exceptional, first, inthe peculiar 
depravity displayed by the murderer Dukes, 
and then in the failure of the law to punish him. 
This isthe one thing that justified young Nutt 
In a primitive state of life he would have been 
the natural avenger of the wrong done to his 
family. But organized society undertakes this 
duty of vengeance, and young Natt waited for 
the law. When the law failed, the right of per- 
sonal vengeance reverted to him, and public opine 
ion, outraged by the acquittal of Dukes, unanl- 
mously justified his act. It was only when the 
legally appointed means had falled that he was 
justified in taking the law into his own hands,and 
it is important to mark this distinction emphatic- 
ally, that yesterday's verdict may not be regarded 
as approving lawlessness. 

From the New York Post. 

The acquittal of Nutt was what might have 
been expected after the acquittal of Dukes. - One 
ig about as badafailure of justice as the other. 
If there be any difference, it is in favorof the 
Dukes acquittal. There was some shadow of 
reason for believing that the killing of Capt. Nuts 
by Dukes was: not wholly premeditated; but there 
is no doubt &t all that the kiiling of Dukes by 
young Nutt was a premeditated murder.. More- 
over, the acquittal of Nutt is much more danger- 
ous as @ precedent than the acquittal of Dukes, 
Because it is doubtless based on the opinion that 
he did right—that is, thatthere are reasons be- 
sides the defence of life and property which will 
legally justify manslayinog.

MATTHEW ARNOLD. 

It has been the rule with the American 
people to offer their frank and honest admir- 
ation to thosedistinguished foreigners whose 
visits are among the notable recent events in 
our annals. But to this rule MATTHEW 
ARNOLD is in some sort an exception. He 
has certainly lost our admiration by his 
presence. His fame has lessened since he 
landed in New York. Had he remained at 
home we should have contintied to honor 
him as one of the lights of poetry and phil- 
osophy and. culture, whereas, as it is, we do 
not honor him at all. The general tont of 
American opinion is that ARNOLD is a 
failure. 

As he has never cared for popularity 
among his own people, it is probable that be 
will endure with composure any measure of 
unpopularity he may encounter here. In- 
deed, he may regard the censures and criti- 
cisms of the press as evidences of the truth 
of his views. Thereis no denying that he 
makes us feel very uncomfortable. He has 
an unpleasant way of telling the truth, and 
when any stranger outrages our feelings in 
that way there is only one way to treat him. 
[tis much easier to dislike him than it is to 
answer him. ; 

It is to be regretted that ARNOLD and the 
American people do not understand each 


other. Yet after all this American tour isa 
little personal incident which will be soon | 
lost to sight, while the fame of ARNOLD, | 
like that of MARCELLUS, will increase with | 
the sure and steady growth of a secular 
oak. 

No other man of his age has so much swayed | 
and affected the thought of the English speak- 
ing people. CARLYLE hada more marked 
individuality, and, at one time, it looked as if 
the thoughtef the future would be CAR- 
LYLESE, but! the CARLYLE school has no 
life; even the imitators of his style have | 
already dropped their imitation. EMERSON | 
bas made the New England people think. 
that they are thinking, bul they are often 
mistaken in that, as he was. 

But ARNOLD has exerted an influence all 
the more powerful because unperceived. 
He has taught the teachers; he has not 
reached the people directly, but he has 
moulded the vpinions, the ideas, the habits 
of thought, the unconscious choice of sub- 
jects and studies among those who have 
reached the people. 

This influence is plainly to be seen ex- 

tending through the whole domain of con- 
temporary criticism and culture. It is 
equally visible in poetry. Among the Vic- 
torian poets RosseTrTi alone may claim a 
higher rank than ARNOLD, But all con- 
temporary poetry is purerand better because 
ARNOLD has written. There are few who 
realize that the great age of English poetry 
is to-day, and that the English language has 
never risen to more perfect use than in the 
hands of a long list of poets among whom 
ARNOLD is almost older in renown than in 
years. And itis not too much to say that, 
here again with the exception of RoOSsETTI, 
ARNOLD has exercised an influence which 4 
is at once the deepest and most permanént, 
the loftiest and most ennobiing. 
Such a man we can afford to honor even 
though he does not see things as we see 
them, or though he does not agree with us 
on the question of numbers. Perhaps we 
may even have to admit that our estimate of 
him isa test of our culture, and that the 
greater the honor we payto him’ the greater 
the credit we earn for ourselves. 


A CALL FOR SELF-CONTROL. 

The New York Times, a Republican jour- 
nal that opposes the Bourbonism of its 
party, commends Senator CocKRELL’s ad- 
vice to the Democratic Senators in regard to 
the discussion of SHERMAN’S bloody shirt 
resolutions. The Times represents a large 
and influential Republican element that is 
disgusted with these regular quadrennial 
resurrections of ELizA PInKsTon’s skull 
and cross-bones, and especially disgusted 
with this bare-faced attempt to shift the 
issue between parties from the living ques- 
tions of the day back to the old sectional 
and partisan bickerings, under cover of 
which so many abuses and frauds have found 
shelter, ané so many monopolies and in- 
iquities taken root.

PRESS PIRATES. 

When SHAKESPEARE said “There be land- 
rats and water-rats, water-thieves and land- 
thieves—I mean pirates,’’ he conid - hardly 
have thought there would arise pirates capa- 
ble of stealing a newspaper and bodily trans- 
ferring its contents. But the enterprise of 
modern pirates has already reached that 
point. 

The Post-Dispatcu, for example, spends 

hundreds of dollars each dayin collecting 
the news. As soon as the paper is issued, a 
gang of piratesin St. Louis select the news 
we have paid for, set it up, stereetype it, and 
sell it. Itis not theirs; they have not paid 
for it. It has cost us a great deal of money; 
it is our property; our title toit is ajust and 
honest one; but we are robbed by the 
pirates. 
Now, it is said that. a committee is at 
Washington endeavoring to secure the pass- 
age of alaw by which newspapers will be 
permitted to own their own property for 
forty-eight hours, At this the pirates have 
taken the alarm. ‘They call it “an attempt 
to legalize a gigantic monopoly,” and an at- 
tempt “to make it unlawful for the minor 
newspapers and country press to reproduce 
current news during the period when, it has 
much value,” and they callon the country 
papers to stop it. 

We shall expect soon to hear the pick- 
pockets call it “monopoly” when a geatile- 
man insists on his right to an exclusive pos- 
session of his handkerchief. 

If the news “has much value,” as the 
pirates say it has, why do they not pay for 
it? Is there any other trade in which a rep- 
utable business man will live by taking 
something which belongs to somebody else, 
and which has much value, and then howl 
when he is called on to pay for it? 

The country papers are ay to the 
news from the exchanges. ut there is 
neither justice nor honesty in tolerating 
these land-pirates who live off the industry 
of others. 


A LONG FELT WANT. 

It is a wonder that the popular clamor for 
a more liberal provision of salaried clerks 
and secretaries for Congressmen, does not 
swell to deafening proportions. 

The cigar stands at the Capitol report that 
when a member is reduced to the abject ne- 
cessity of treating himself to a cigar, he al- 
ways takes the nickel goods, while the com- 
mittee clerks always supply themselves lib- 
erally with fifteen-cent brands, which they 
are expected to hand out frequently to their 
patrons, the members of their committees, 
this being the principal service rendered by 
most of them. 

The Senate is so well off in this respect 
that you never sniff anything there but the 
fragrance of the finest Havanas; this, too, 
after Senators have provided their sons at 
college with liberal allowances ovt of the 
salaries of clerks. But the House is so 
“heinously unprovided” with clerkships 
that the Speaker was compelled to read the 
riot act the other day against the villainous 
odor of cheap cigar smoke with which the 
atmosphere of the House was poisoned, 

When we consider the sad consequences 
likely to flow from a niggardly policy which 
cuts off all provision for a member’s sons, 
nephews and henchmen, and. actually re- 
duces him to the necessity of paying for his 
own cigars and toddies out of his own piti- 
ful salary, we wonder that the people do not 
perceive the utility of a larger army of sal- 
aried clerks and secretaries. The revelations 
in regard to Clerk BkOWNLOW’s pay-roll, ex- 
Speaker KEIFER’S magnanimous provision 
for his nephew, and the nice discriminating 
sense of private right and public duty which 
impelled Senator MCMILLAN to divide a 
committee clerk’s salary with his gon at 
college, should start a popular Outcry that 
would make the woods ring again with its 
echoes.

A sectional aebate is as necessary to a Presiden- 
tial year as nomihating cJnventions. It is one of 
the instruments of the political brass-band—the 
one which is most useful for making fierce noises 
and drowning ali the other issues. If the tariff 
question becomes atail troublesome to the Re- 
publicans, or the disposition of the evormous 
taxes levied upon us suddenly 1s seen to be a ques- 
tion for which they cannot escape responsibility, 
Danville and Copiah counties wiil assume increas- 
ing prominence in the campaign. 

The Republican recoguizes the evils at the 
South, but it remembers the time, not many years 
back, when there were Danvilles and Copiahs in 
@very State and when aconviction of Ku-Klux 
ruffians by a jury of their fellow-citizens Was as 
impossible in Atlanta asa conviction for witch- 
craftin Massachusetts. It is an indication of 
progress When the Governor of Virginia calls the 
atiention of the Legislature to the. total failure 
of the administration of justice in the Danviile 
case. But we look for no more figs from thistles; 
we do not look for the full and effective assertion 
of their rights by a race of ignorant men, inberit- 
ing the degradation of two centuries of slavery. 

Itis time to begin back at the foundation of 
citizenship, as did the Puritans, and educate citi- 
zens in order to save the State. States cannot be 
saved by angry debates in Congress of accusation 
ahd recrimination. Such debates simply occupy 
the minds of Congress and the public to the ex- 
clusion of matter of vital importance to vur busi- 
ness interists, without advancing those civil 
rights which are of course above all ‘“‘business in- 
terests” in importance. In short, whether such 
debates have any point or object in practical 
legislation may be doubted. Is there much chance 
for a return to measures of reconstructive legis- 
lation?

Paramount Importance of Ade- 
quate Water Supply and 
Fire Protection. 


A Talk With Mr. Cupples—The Imme- 
diate Needs of the City—What Must 
be Done--Prospect of Improvement— 
Estimated Cost of Equipment for the 
Fire Department. 


The subjects of greatest interest and import- 
ance at present are those relating to the fire pro- 
tection and the water supply of the city. The 
losses by fire and the inconvenience and suffer- 
Ing occasioned by periodical scarcity of water, 
have at last aroused the minds of the business men 
to a full realization of the importance of the 


matter to the business and property and manu- 
facturing interests of St. Louis, and a general 
awakeulng to the needs of the city bas been the 
result. Justnow the attention of the leadin 
ciiizeus is turned in the direction of a sulution o 
the problem as to what is necessary to supply the 
deficiences In the fire and water departments and 
how the money requisite for this purpose inay be 
obtaived,and there |. a prospect of vigorous prac- 
ticaiaction inthe near future toward securing 
the desired ends. The Commercial Clab 
appointed a committee to represent the business 
element of the city in devising means to meet the 
emergency, and that commitiee has held several 
consultations with the Mayor, the head the 
fire ana water departmeuts and the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. Tie committee was made u 
ot Messrs. Samuel Cuppies. Joha T.. Davis, E. C. 
Simmous, F. G. Niedringhaus, FE. O. Stanard and

THE COLD WAVE FLAG. 


The Cost of Waving the Frigid Banner in 
Small Towns. 

“The merchants and farmers of the smaller 
cities throughout the State to whom I sent circu- 
lars appear to have the impression that it would 
be very costiy forthemto havea coid wave siz- 
nal,” said Sergeant Weber to a Post-DIsPaTtcu 
reporter this morning. 

“How is that?” 

“Well, I have received several replies and all of 
them are to the same effect.”’ 

“What do you caleulate the cost wiil be?” 

“Very small. First,a flag will have to be pro- 
vided, the cost of which would be.merely nominal. 
Then a telegram announcing (he approach of the 
cold wave, and another to lower the signal would 
have to be paid for. That is 
the sum total of the cost: 
The telegrams would cost between 25 and 50 cents 
each. lthink thatany town iw the Stste could 
have a cold wave signal at a cost of $5 per 
month.” 

“How do you propose to run the system?” 

“TI should prefer that the dispatches Le sent to 
the postmasters of the various towns. and they 
could hoist the signal. In that manner there 
wou'd be no oer as the lines in Many instances 
pass through their offices,”’ 

“How late ip the season would you continue the 
dispatches?”’ 

“Catil June anyhow. Yon see when the signal 
is hoisted it simply ipdieases that the tempera- 
ture is about to iall ‘low the normal. in tbe 
ee season this information is of the uimuost 

inportanee to farmers, as it would forewarn ticm

The case of Stoeckman, administrator of 
Hughey Smith, vs. Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
Railway Company, was reversed and reminded by 
the Court of Appeals this morning. Ip tis case 
it was sought to reeover damages for killing 
Smith, who was acitizen of this State,and who 
was killed in the train yards of the defendant in 
East St. Louis. The plaintiff claimed in tie trial 
court that, as the statutes of the State of Lilinols 
gave aright of action ip such cases, similar in 
effect to that given by the Missouri! statutes, that 
the Lilinots act 1 extra-territorial force and 
could be enforced in Missouri. Being ansuecess. 
ful in ihe tri court an appeal was taken wiih 
the aboveresuit. In vassing upon the ease the 
court held that the weight of authority Is in favor 
of coufining these actions to courts of the Biates 
ereating them, but asthe Supreme Court of the 
Upited States ana of New York, baviug by recent 
decisions beid the coutrary and giveu ios! Con 
yinemg reasons for so doing: this court, having 
the question raised before it for ihe first time in

License to Pitchers. 
The views of the veteran Harry Wright are 
peculiarly valuable on rule changes, and although 
many good authorities may differ from him the 


following may be read with interest: 

Ip the course of a conversation with the writer 
the other day on base ball topics M r.Harry Wright, 
the manager of the Philadelphia Ciub, touched 
upon the action of the League in legalizing the 
throwing by pitchers. Mr. Wright is one of the 
best postea meu ip the business, familiar with all 
the details of the rules and regulailons of the 
game, and with years of experience to back his 
judgment, and It is pleasant as weil as instructive 
io listen to his conversation. He thinks that the 
League did not make such a serious mistake as is 
generally attributed to itip legalizing jhe throw. 
‘It will affect the batting very little,” 
he said, “because the pitchers cannot 
throw the ball any harder than ~ they 
did towards the close of last season, when the 
umpires uriformly neglected the rule and allowed 
the pitchers to do as they pleased; besides the 
batters will quickly gauge the speed and meth- 
ods of the ‘firers’ and thus equalize matters. Auy- 
how the throw from above the shoulder is 
only very effective in a down-shoot. The ruie 
willailow tue pitchers more latitude and this will 
give thema change from the terribly wearing 
curve pitch, which is alearidl strain on certain 
muscles of the arm, and which towards the close 
of the season quite cripples many good pitchers. 
Besides this new rule nnikes it — for play- 
ers whoare swift, accurate throwers, without 
curve, to come to the rescue of their club tu case 
of the disablement of the regular pitchers.” One 
change in the rules, however, Mr. Wright does 
not approve, as it operates against the Datsman, 
and that is te rule requiring a baiter 
io ruu to first Duse after tue 
third strike. This gives the fielders 
achance to make double or triple plays. The 
batsman, especially if young and inexperienced, 
wilu two or three men on Dase,is much more uerv- 
ous iu this case, where an entire side is liable to 
be put out, than in acase where only he himself 
is concerned, and if he makes a strike or has one 
calied on him, the chances are that he will be 
struck out and his side disposed of. Of course a 
double or triple play is made, but there is noihing 
brilliant avout a play of this Kind, as there would 
be in a case Where a bard bit and a goud catch or 
fine stop was made. The pointhas been made 
that a batter, to save his side under the old rule, 
pera not run, even after be had bit the ball; but 
this is bo argument atall, aathe rule can be 
ameuded to apply only to favor a batsman strik- 
ing vut. This is a point which It would be well 
fur the League to cousider at the Mareb meeting, 
as itis a polntin favor of the Datsmen as against 
the sufficiently legisiated-fur pitcuers.

The experiences of the League professionals in 
Texas are thus described ina letter written by 
one of them from Dallas: “We reached here at 9 
o’clock on Saturday night. Sunday we played 
and won by a score of 10to 4. We could bave 
made it duubie that amount if we had so desired.

FOR SECURITY'S SAKE. 


Extensive Repairs Made at the 
‘ City Jail for Further Safety. 


Numerous Defects in the Original Building of 
the Bastile Remedied in Good Time by the 


Jailer. 


With that peculiar taste which discovers the 
“beautiful corpse,” St. Louisans have been in 
the habit of pointing with pride to the City Jail 
us an institution, of credit to the municipality, 


and one without itg equal in rival cities. Had it 
pot been for the timely. action of Jailor Siegmund 
there would have been less to ad- 
mire in the municipal bastile, Almost 
constantly during the past twe montis 
a gang of workmen bas been employed about the 
buildipg, and during’ that time they have made 
discoveries which are scarcely in compliance 
with the specifications for the original contracts. 
Had the inmates learned of the real condition of 
this instituiion two months ago a wholesale jail- 
break could have been made. The new jailer has 
been quietly but vigorously pushing the repairs 
and again has the institution ia a safe condition, 
though it is far from perfect yet. During the day 
and night a guard patrols the “bail ring,’’ a nar- 
row walk between the rear of the celis and wall 
of the jail. This watch is relieved bouriy. The 
“bull ring” is paved with an ociteginal steve flaz- 
ing like the floor of the jail. A few days ago 
aor Siegmund was making a tour of 
inspection and discovered that one of the 
flags was slightly displaced. While he examined 
it with his own weight the guard on patrol duty 
passed him, It looked secure, and a = 
said abuutit. A few minutes later the guard was 
makiug anotner round and thoughtiessly 
STEPPED ON THE SAME FLAG. ‘ 
The momeut his iull weight rested on the stone it 
began sinking rapidly. A 
cry was heard in that 
but no one knew the 
of it, The guard extricated himself 
automatic grave as soon 4s pussible and potified 
the head day guard. This will necessitat® chang- 
ing that portion of the building and filling it with 
concrete. Jailor Siegmund was asked to-da

“That aq he, . “It 
could not possibly ve insecure after the amount 
of repairs that have beeu made. I'll tell you what 
lam doing. lam putting all the gas and water 
ipes over ground so as to aveld breaking up toe 
hoor every time repairs are necessary. ihe gas 
ipes which are under the jail floor are worn and 
eakipg. il propose to leave these there and put 
ihe supply pipes aloug the wall 
near heating pipes where they 
will not freeze im the cold weather. 

“Is it true that the walls are sinking under the 
weight of the rovi?”’ 

“Ne, indeed. Some of the flagging in the ring 
sank down, but as soon as the ground thaws out 
completely we will have these taken up aud the 
place filed in.’’
